From our undoratanding of the matter, if | 


the. suppression. of Sunday labour was sv 
very urgent, demanding the ‘Tegislation 
which has taken place, it should’ ba 
absolutely and entirely prohibitive and in 
no way whatever should a permit be gronted 
for a monetary payment. 

This great flaw shows to our mind a want 
of aincerity on the part of the supporters of 
ve it 
was, it ie possible to modify or abolish this 
orade piece of legislation which bas been 
thrust upon us, the vast majority of this 
community, 

Moreover, we know the great majority of 
this community prefer to be unfettered ua to 
how and when they may work, Is it con- 
sonant with justice that a, mero handful of 
men should compel the immense majurity 
to abide by their dictation in a matter which 
really doea not concern the Government 7 
Tftheso men are opposed to work on Sun- 
days, anrely they can refuse to do work, 
there is no law to compel thom. It would 
po us reasonable perhaps to pasa a Bill to- 
morrow, compelling this small minority to 
work on Sundaye, a9 the present legislation 
which forces tha vast majority to remain 


idle. 

Mach has been anid that thie Bill merely 
follows the lines of regulations in force. in 
the various Treaty ports of our country 
open for foreign trade. But wo say this 1s 
not go, a8 our own trado is always allowed 
to be carried on withont lot or hindrance 
of any kind, while the trade of foreign 
merphanta is conducted on Sundays at the 
‘Treaty ports on payment of {-va which aro 
supposed to go to the afficors who auper- 
viae the work on the part of the Oustoms 
These fees are regulated, so as to prgyent 
unnecessary work. Then for Tis, 20, of 30, 
foreign vessels can load or unload cargoes 
during Sundays. 

Now let us compare this Bill with the 
Bill to which we object, Our Customs 
say—Woe give our men every ‘seventh day a 
holiday ; if you want them to work, you 
must pay for it, as wo have to componsnte 
them, 

The Bill makes it an offence to work op 
Sundays, but says—On payment of mon- 
stroug sums, we will permit you to work or 
to-braak the law if you like, Therefore it 
would seew to us that the ‘Goverament is 
bent on making a revenue out of this Sun- 
day Bill, which, we cunsider, is not fair, 
inasmuch as we find that ia the ports of 
Singapore and Penang and soma other 
Englich ports no Ordinance waa over passod 
restricting loading and unloading of cargos 
on Sundays. - ‘

RIOTS NEAR CHUNGKING. 
(N.-C. Daily News correspondent.) 
Ohungking, bth August. 

We have little of a motous oature to 
report from this region. The province of 
Szechuan would hardly asem to be sustain- 
ing its reputation as one of the most 
turbulent in thé empito. Porsonally we 
thiuk it is nothing of the sort, : thoug! 
occusional ontbreaka have led many to 
think so. Abuut two weeks ago a rivt was 
reported at Ylinyavghsien, tho city next 
above Kueichoufa and a litle less thin 
half way from Ichang to Ohungking. We 
have not learned the particulars of the 
disturbance, but the property of the Roman 
Catholics, the only missionaries. there, is 
said to be in ruins. 

We seom quiet enongh-here, though one 
or two things have occurred which have 
caused a little uneasiness. Rumcurs were 
ciroulatad of children being kidnapped by 
native Christians st a village about a day’s 
journey from hero, and one of them was anid 
to have been trsced to Chungking. At 
another time there apporred on the door of 
ono of the stroct chapels a placard warning 
people not to be deceived by these 
preachers of false doctrine and adding a 
few fuut things abuut priests and nuns. 
Howevet, as there were no threats to 
loot, burn, beat or kill, H.M. Consul 
did not fvol called upon to take an offi- 
cial notice of it. When these ure omi.ted, 
the foreigner in China, since he must draw 
the line. somowhere, may as well consider 
himself treated liko a gentleman. Yester- 
day some dissvlute fellows made a row and 
smashed up somo furniture in 2 diareput- 
able house in the city, and when complaint 
was made of them they were arrested 
logether with an ‘ Elder Brother’ of the 
Kelso Hui, a woll known baiutsai, whom
